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INTRODUCTION 


Sorting Some Of The Wrights Of Southern Virginia is a multipart project. Each 
part will discuss a separate Wright family, beginning with the oldest known ancestor of 


that line. This work 814 Parmenos Wright Of Nelson County is Part XVI of the project. 


The material for this project is organized in four sections. The first is the text, the 
second is the descendants charts, the third is the sources, and the fourth is a set of 
appendices. 


The text provides full and literal transcriptions of all documents and sources 
found for the individuals discussed, as well as explanations of the significance of 
documents and the evidentiary logic for conclusions that are not obvious on their face. 
Five generations of descendants are discussed. Every researcher has faced the 
frustration of an asserted identification without a source reference or explanation of the 
conclusion or with a source reference which when consulted turns out to say something 
different than what was claimed. By providing full transcriptions of sources, | hope to 
allow the reader to reach their own conclusions regarding the identifications given and 
avoid the need to search out the source, even though this adds considerably to the 
length of the text. When secondary sources are relied on, the person providing the 
information is listed. 


The descendants charts are organized with the oldest ancestor in the first 
column and each descendant from that ancestor in the remaining columns, to the 
extent known. The basic data of date and place of birth, marriage, residence, and 
death are given for each individual. The sources for that information are also given for 
each individual, using code numbers to the source list. 


The source list provides first a chronological listing of sources as they were 
found or consulted and second a listing by geographic area and type of source, such as 
birth records or death records. The chronological listing evolved from my early years in 
research and mistaken efforts at coding the source. By the time | realized the 
inappropriateness of the coding format, there was too much information in a pre- 
computer era to correct the early references. The reader is left with the result and my 
apology. 


The appendices list all of the Known Wright documents for a particular type of 
record for a county in chronological order and include an identification of the Wright 
named in the record. These appendices have been published separately by Heritage 
Books, Inc., and to date have included Wright birth, marriage, personal property tax, 
census, deed, land tax, death, cemetery, and probate records for Amherst, 
Appomattox, Bedford, Botetourt, Campbell, Cumberland, Essex, Franklin, Montgomery, 
Nelson, Prince Edward, Roanoke, and Rockbridge Counties, Virginia, the City of 
Lynchburg and the City of Roanoke, Virginia. Other counties will follow in the future. 
The appendices allow a cross referencing of the known records to the person 
discussed. This is to avoid having the same record cited for two different persons who 
happened to have the same name and to provide a list of documents that have not 


been associated with any person and which might be inconsistent with asserted 
identifications. 


The numerous Wrights found in the same geographic areas necessitated an 
identification system to keep their identities separated. The system selected early on 
was to list a person by their year of death and county of residence at death, when 
known. For example, "1814 Parmenos Wright of Nelson County" indicates that this was 
the Parmenos Wright who died in 1814 in Nelson County. If no state is listed after the 
county, the state is Virginia; counties in states other than Virginia have a state listed 
after the county, as in "1876 William S. Wright of Highland County, Ohio." A 
parenthetical after the name indicates an identification of the person when a place of 
death is not yet known, as in "John Wright (Goochland County Carpenter)." A county in 
parentheses after the name indicates the county with which that person was most 
identified when no evidence of the place of death has yet been found, as in "William 
Wright, Sr. (Bedford County)." 


No work of this size is done without help. My friend Diane Smith has typed and 
revised over 100,000 pages of documents, text, and descendants charts, often from 
barely readable copies and nearly indecipherable handwriting. Together we have gone 
through almost every iteration of word processing program and media, including IBM, 
Wang, and Word Perfect, magnetic cards, 67” floppies, 37” floppies, flashsticks, and 
DOS. The evolution of technologies that are incompatible or no longer accessible 
supports my faith in the printed word. 


Numerous other researchers have shared their records and research, often 
providing the breakthrough which permitted the identification of a person. | have 
attempted to recognize those fellow researchers by identifying their contributions in the 
text and source list. The quotations from published works are made with the permission 
of the author. 


And my wife has patiently accepted the piling up of boxes of documents, 
notebooks filled with documents, text, descendants charts, and appendices and a work 
table piled with work to be done. 


Thank you to all for your help and patience and | hope the reader finds that this 
work justifies the effort. 


This is a work in process and | would be most interested in receiving additional 
information about any of the persons identified in these records in order to correct any 
errors or expand on the information given.

XVI. 1814 Parmenos Wright Of Nelson County, His Wife Elizabeth Wright, And 

His Descendants 

The parents of Parmenos Wright have not as yet been identified, but it seems 
probable that his brothers were Augustine Wright and Achilles Wright, based on the 
following evidence. 

In Amherst County, Virginia, Deed F/168 dated June 4, 1787, Robert and Keziah 
Wright conveyed to Samuel Edmunds the land formerly owned by Augustine Wright 
and the land of Menos Wright was described as adjoining that land. The land of 
Augustine Wright is similarly described in the complaint in File 1486 as adjacent to the 
"Lands belonging to the Estate of Menos Wright." In the deposition of Achilles Wright 
dated December 1, 1817, at his home in Henry County, Kentucky, he stated that he 
was named executor of the will of Augustine Wright. In addition, Achilles Wright stated 
that Parmenas Wright was present at the signing of the will. Similarly, in the deposition 
of Alcy Edmunds on December 26, 1817, she stated that Parmenas Wright was present 
at the writing of the will. In the deposition of Moses Hughes dated June 19, 1819, he 
stated that "Acchilles Wright" and Permenus Wright were witnesses to the will of 
Augustine Wright and that Parmenas Wright applied to administer the estate of 
Augustine Wright, but that administration was granted to the widow Alcey Wright. 
Administration of an intestate would normally be granted to a relative. The will of 
Joseph Mays dated January 7, 1798, listed sons Jesse, Moses, and Louis Mays and, 
as set forth below, Moses Mays married Lucy Wright, daughter of Parmenos Wright, 
and in addition, Jesse Mays married Susannah Wright, daughter of Augustine Wright, 
and Louis/Lewis Mays married Lucy Wright, daughter of Achilles Wright. 

The associations among Parmenos Wright, Achilles Wright, and Augustine 
Wright and the common classical given names strongly suggest a common relationship 
and probably a parent who liked classical names, but further research will be required 
to confirm this. 

This family may have come from Buckingham County, Virginia. Minos Wright 
was listed as a member of the Company of Minute Men under Captain Nicholas Cabell 
from November 17, 1775, through December 6, 1775, in the Buckingham District, which 


apparently included Amherst County. Buckingham County is a burned record county 
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and so if this family came from Buckingham County, then documentation of the parents 
of Parmenos Wright, Augustine Wright, and Achilles Wright may be difficult to find. 

The remainder of this work will set forth the documentation that has been found 
relating to Parmenos Wright, his wife Elizabeth (___) Wright, and their descendants. 

As will be set forth below, Parmenos Wright was often listed as Parmenas or 
Menos or Menis Wright. Wikipedia stated that Parmenas was one of the Seven 
Deacons. The Seven Deacons were leaders elected by the Early Christian church to 
minister to the people of Jerusalem. The Seven Deacons were Stephen Protomartyr, 
Philip the Evangelist, Prochorus, Nicanor, Timon, Parmenas, and Nicholas. Parmenas 
is believed to have preached the gospel in Asia Minor. Parmenas was said to have 
settled down in Macedonia, where he died at Philippi in 98 during Trajan's persecutions. 

On May 14, 1765, by Patent Deed 36/719 Menis Wright patented 390 acres of 
land in Amherst County on Tye River: 


"George the Third &c To all &C Whereas by one Patent under the seal of our 
Colony and Dominion of Virginia bearing date the twenty ninth day of May one 
thousand seven hundred and sixty there was Granted to John Fry one Certain 
Tract or Parcel of Land containing three hundred and ninety Acres lying and 
being in the County of Amherst formerly Albemarle on the North side of and 
joining Tye River and bounded as followeth to wit. Beginning at the mouth of a 
large Branch running thence down the River as it meanders ninety four Poles 
crossing a small branch to a Black walnut standing on the River Bank thence 
North thiry five Degrees East one hundred and twelve Poles to Pointers on a Hill 
North thirty seven Degrees West three hundred and forty two Poles to Pointers in 
a branch thence along Lomax Hurmer(?) and King's line south forty five Degrees 
West two hundred and twenty six Poles to a red oak standing on Tye River Bank 
and down the River as it meanders to the Beginning Which said Tract or Parcel 
of Land was Granted on Condition of paying our Quitrents and Cultivating and 
Improving as in the said Patent is expressed And whereas the said John Fry 
hath failed to make such Cultivation and Improvment and Menis Wright hath 
made humble suit to our Lieutenant Governor and Commander in Chief of our 
said Colony and Dominion and hath obtained a Grant for the same therefore 
know ye that for divers good Causes & Considerations but more especially for 
and in Consideration of the sum of Forty shillings of good and lawful money for 
our use paid to our Receiver General of our Revenues in this our sd Colony and 
Dominion We have Given Granted and Confirmed and by these presents for us 
our Heirs and Successors Do Give Grant and Confirm unto the said Menis 
Wright and to his Heirs and Assigns for ever all the said Tract or Parcel of Land 
and every part and parcel thereof With all &c To have hold &c To be held &c 
Yielding and Paying &c Provided &c In Witness &c Witness our Trusty and 
welbeloved Francis Fauquier Esqr our Lieutenant Governor and Commander in 
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Chief of our said Colony and Dominion at Williamsburg under the seal of our said 
Colony the fourteenth day of May one Thousand seven hundred and sixty five in 
fifth year of our Reign. 


Fran: Fauquier" 


As will be set forth below, Parmenos Wright was also known as Menos Wright, 
and this patent deed was clearly to him. If Parmenos Wright was at least 18 years of 
age at the time of this purchase, then his date of birth was probably before 1748. The 
map of Nelson County surveys from 1730 to 1800 on the following page shows the 
location of the 390 acres originally granted to John Fry and then regranted to Menis 
Wright in 1765. The location was originally in the part of Amherst County which 
became Nelson County in 1809. An enlarged version of that map on next following 
page shows the same. Immediately adjacent to the land of Parmenos Wright was the 
1788 survey of 370 acres of land for Arkellus Wright. 
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On July 1, 1765, at Amherst County, Virginia, D.B. B/27 Menos Wright sold to 
Killis Wright 100 acres of land that was part of the 390 acres of land acquired by Patent 
Deed 36/719: 


"This Indenture made this first day of July in the Year of our Lord One thousand 
seven hundred & sixty five Between Menos Wright of the County of Amherst of 
the one part & Killis Wright of the same County of the other part Witnesseth that 
the said Menos Wright for & in Consideration of the Sum of fifteen pounds 
Currant Money of Virginia to him in hand paid by the said Killis Wright the 
Receipt whereof he the said Menos Wright doth hereby acknowledge & of every 
part & parcel thereof doth Clearly Acquit Exonerate & discharge the said Killis 
Wright hath granted Bargained & Sold, Alien'd & Confirm'd & by these presents 
doth Grant Bargain & Sell, Alien & Confirm unto the said Killis Wright & his Heirs 
one Certain Tract or parcel of Land Containing by Estimation One hundred 
Acres, be the same more or less lying & being in the County of Amherst on the 
north side & joining the Fluvanna River being the lower part of a Tract of three 
hundred & Ninety Acres which the said Menos Wright lately Recovered of John 
Fry & is bounded as followeth (to witt) Beginning at a Black Walnut on the north 
side of Tye River & running thence up the same recording to its meanders to the 
mouth of the Great branch, thence up the Great Branch as it meanders to the 
Back line, thence along the Back line or lines to the Beginning & Now in the 
Possession of the said Killis Wright with all Houses Ways Easements & 
advantages whatsoever to the said Land & Premises Belonging or appertaining 
& also all the Estate, Right, Title, Interest Claim & Demand whatsoever of him 
the said Menos Wright of in & to the same To have & to Hold the said Land & 
Premises with the appertenances unto the said Killis Wright his Heirs & Assigns 
for ever & the said Menos Wright & his Heirs, the said Land & Premises above 
mentioned, with the appertenances to the said Killis Wright his Heirs & assigns, 
against him the said Menos Wright & his Heirs & all other Persons will Warrant & 
forever defend by these presents. In Witness whereof the said Menos Wright 
hath hereunto set his hand & Seal 


Sealed & Delivered ) Menos Wright 
In the presence of )

The reference to the land as part of a tract of 390 acres identifies this Menos Wright as 


the same person as Menis Wright of Patent Deed 36/719. 


On July 17, 1765, at Amherst County, Virginia, County Court, Virginia State 


Library Loose Papers, Box 183, Menos Wright obtained an execution against James 


Bush for a judgment debt: 


"George the Third, by the Grace of God, of Great-Britain, France and Ireland, 
King, Defender of the Faith, &c. To the Sheriff of Amherst County, Greeting. 

We command you, that of the Goods and Chattels of James Bush late in your 
Bailiwick, you cause to be made one pound sixteen Shillings and Threepence 
and sixty two pounds of nett Tobacco which Menos Wright late in our said 
County-Court were adjudged as well for his Damages which he sustained by 
occasion of the non performance of a Certain promise and assumption by the 
said James Bush to him lately made as for his Costs by him about his suit in that 
behalf expended whereof the sd. Jas. is convict, as appears to us, of Record. 
And that you have the same before the Justices of our said Court, at the Court- 
House, on the first monday in next september to render to the said Menos Wright 
of the Damages and Costs aforesaid. And have then there this Writ, Witness 
George Seaton Clerk of our said Court, at the said Court-House, the Twentieth 
Day of July in the Fifth Year of our Reign.

On November 3, 1765, at Amherst County, Virginia, County Court, Virginia State 


Library Loose Papers, Box 183, an execution was issued against Menos Wright for a 
judgment debt of £2, 17s, 4-1/2p due to Gabriel Penn: 


"George the Third by the Grace of God of Great Britain France and Ireland, King 
Defender of the Faith &c to the Sherif of Amherst County Greeting we command 
you that you take Menos Wright if he be found within your Bailiwick and him 
safely keep so that you have his Body before the Justices of our said County 
Court, at the Court House of the said County on the first monday in next month 
to satisfy Gabriel Penn two Pounds seventeen shillings four pence half penny 
and sixty two pounds of Nett Tobacco which to the said Gabriel Penn late in our 
said County Court were ajudged as well for his Damages which he sustained by 
occasion of the non performance of a certain promise & assumption by the said 
Menos to the said Gabriel lately made as for his costs by him about his suit in 
that behalf Expended whereof the said Menos Wright is convict as appears to us 
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of Record and have then there this Writ Witness George Seaton Clerk of our 
said Court at the said Court House the Third Day of December in the fifth year of 
our Reign Geo Seaton 


Received of William Loving Deputy Sherif full Satisfaction for this Execution

On__, 1768, at Amherst County, Virginia, D.B. C/104 Menos Wright acted as 
a witness to a deed executed by Augustine and Alice Wright. Killes Wright was also a 
witness to that deed. 

On April 7, 1773, at Amherst County, Virginia, County Court, Virginia State 
Library Loose Papers, Box 183, an execution was issued against Menos Wright for a 
judgment debt of £2, 10s, 4-1/2p due to Richard Allcock: 


"George the Third, by the Grace of God of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, 
King, Defender of the Faith, &c. to the Sherriff of Amherst County, greeting: We 
command you that of the Goods and Chattles of Menos Wright late in your 
Bailiwick, you cause to be made Two pounds & ten pence also One hundred and 
fifty three pounds of Tobo & Seven Shillings & Six pence which Richard Allcock 
late in our said County Court recovered against him as well for Damages as for 
Costs by him about his Suit Expended whereof he is convict, as appears to us, of 
Record; and that you have the same before our Justices of our said Court, at the 
Courthouse, on the first monday in next month to render to the said Richard 
Allcock of the Damages and Costs aforesaid; and have then then there this Writ. 
Witness Edmd Wilcox Clerk of our said Court, at the said Courthouse, the 
Seventh Day of April in the Thirteenth Year of our Reign.

On November 20, 1773, at Amherst County, Virginia, Plat Book 1761-1839, page 
188, the following survey was recorded: 


"This is a Plot of 84 acres of Land in Amherst County on the north side and 
joining Tye River Surveyed by the true meridian for Menos Wright the 20 day of 
Novmr 1773 The variation of the needle being 1° W

This record in conjunction with the first listing indicates that Parmenos Wright's son was 
probably born closer to 1765 than to 1770. As set forth below, this son was Thomas 
Wright.

Although the parents are not named and the land is not described, the recent purchase 
of 138 acres of land from Menos and Elizabeth Wright and the granting of a life estate 

to them indicates that this deed was to Parmenos Wright and his wife Elizabeth (__) 
Wright. This is the sort of arrangement sometimes entered into when the parents 


transfer all of their property to their child in exchange for their support for their lives.

On November 25, 1807, at Amherst County, Virginia, County Court, Virginia 
State Library Loose Papers, Box 183, an execution was issued against Menos Wright 
and Leroy Robinson for a judgment debt of $30.00 due to Moses Mays: 

"Star Office Lynchburg. 


The Commonwealth of Virginia, to the Sheriff of Amherst County, Greeting: 


We command you that of the goods and chattels of Menos Wright & Leroy 
Robinson his common bail late in your Bailiwick, you cause to be made the sum 
of Thirty Dollars with legal Interest thereon from the twenty fifth day of December 
1806 till paid which Moses Mays lately in our said County Court hath recovered 
against them for debt; also the sum of seven dollars thirty nine cents which to 
said Moses Mays in the same Court were adjudged for his costs in that suit 
expended, whereof they are convicted, as appears to us of record, and that you 
have the same before the Justices of our said Cour, the third Monday in 
February next, to render to the said Moses Mays of the debt and costs aforesaid.

The 1815 and later Nelson County, Virginia, Personal Property Tax Lists did not 
list a Parmenos or Menos Wright. 

On about May 16, 1817, at Lynchburg Superior Court of Law and Chancery, File 
1486, a complaint was filed by Austin Wright which accused Austin's older brother 
Robert Wright of altering the will of Augustine Wright so as to cause it to be rejected for 
probate, thereby causing an intestacy which under the rules of primogeniture would 
pass the land to Robert as eldest son: 


"To the Honorable Creed Taylor Judge of the Superior Court of Chancery holden 
in Lynchburg your Orator Austin 


Wright humbly complaining respectfully sheweth: That his Father Austin Wright 
departed this life on or about the year __ (at which time your Orator was about 
years of age.) seizd and possessed as your Orator is informd of a Tract of 
Land in the County of Amherst now Nelson containing __—_s acres adjoining at 
this time the Lands of Robert Mays. The Lands belonging to the Estate of 
Menos Wright and the Lands of Mary Stoneham. Your Orator is informed and 
believes his said Father regularly made and executed his Last Will and 
Testament by which He devisd the Land aforesaid to him. He is also informd 
and believes, and expressly by charges that a certain Robert Wright an Elder 
Brother of your Orator possessd himself of said Will and with the view of making 
your Orators Father die intestate as to said Land, by which as the eldest Brother, 
and Heir at Law by the then existing Laws he would take the Land himself, 
altered, interlind and obliterated said will in such manner that it was rejected by 
the Court before whom it was offerd for probat - and by which iniquitous conduct 
of the said Robert your Orator was defeated of the Legacy intended him by his 
Father and the said Robert took possession of the Land as Heir at Law. Your 
Orator also charges that the Will aforesaid, remaind in the possession of said 
Robert or some one else interested in his behalf and never came to the Hands of 
your Orator and therefore cannot now be producd by him and although this 
fraudulent conduct in altering said Will and defeating your Orators Legacy 
intended for him by the benevolence of his Father was & has been whispered 
about from the time of its perpetration till the present moment it has not been till 
lately that your Orator discoverd he could produce testimony to prove the fraud 
and establish himself in his just rights. Your Orator charges that the said Robert 
Wright hath sold the Land in question to a certain Samuel Edmunds now 
deceased, who by his last Will and Testament devised it to his Widow for life 
remainder to a certain Samuel Edmunds and by said Will appointed Samuel 
Edmunds Rowld Edmunds & Chs Edmunds his Executors. He also states that 
together with the said Robert Wright; Wm Wright, John Wright, Susan Mays 
formerly Susan Wright Wm Pamphlin and Mary his Wife formerly Mary Wright, 
John Edmunds and Sally his Wife formerly Sally Wright Lavender London & 
Jane his wife formerly Jane Wright are the Heirs & Representatives of Austin 
Wright decd. And that Chas. Edmunds. Wm Edmunds. Rowland Edmunds, Jno. 
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Edmunds. Samuel Edmunds Joseph Mays & Jane his wife formerly Jane 
Edmunds Chesly Kenny & Mary his wife formerly Mary Edmunds George 
Vaughn, & Alcy his wife formerly Alcy Edmunds are the Heirs & Repres.s of 
Saml Edmunds decd and that Alcy Edmunds is the widow of said Saml decd all 
of whom together with said Exors your Orator prays may be made defendants to 
this Bill. To the end therefore that said Defendts may be compelled to produce 
the said Will of the said Austin Wright that the same may now be set up and 
established and your Orator put in possession of the Land aforesaid may it 
please your Honour to grant to your Orator the aid of this Court to compell the 
Dfts to answer the allegations of this Bill and to disclose all they know of the 
altering, destroying, or suppressing said Will, or anything in relation to it and to 
grant to your Orator all such other & further aid & relief in the premisses as the 
Justice of this case may require or as may be consistent with the usages & 
practices of Courts of Equity: and your Orator as in duty bound will ever pray &c.

This record indicates that Parmenos Wright had died before May 16, 1817, and in 
conjunction with the absence of a listing of Parmenos or Menos Wright in the 1815 
Personal Property Tax List indicates that Parmenos Wright had probably died in late 
1814. 

On December 1, 1817, in Lynchburg Superior Court of Law and Chancery, File 
1486, Achillis Wright gave his deposition at his house in Henry County, Kentucky, and 
stated he had been a witness to the will of Augustine Wright leaving his land to his son 
Augustine Wright, Jr., and that Parmenias Wright had been present at the signing of the 
will, but that the will was not presented for probate, and that the will that was presented 
was rejected as a forgery:

On December 26, 1817, in Lynchburg Superior Court of Law and Chancery, File 
1486, Alice Wright gave her deposition that Parmenas Wright was a witness to the will 
of Augustine Wright: 


"The Deposition of Alcy Edmunds of Lawful age taken at her own House ___in 
the County of Nelson on Friday the 26th day of December 1817 to be read as 
evidence on the trial of a Cause depending in the Chancery Superior Court 
holden in Lynchburg in which Austin Wright is Plaintiff and Robert Wright, 
William Wright, John Wright & others are Defendants. The witness being first 
duly sworn deposeth and saith, That she is the Widow and Relict of Austin 
Wright decd. and that after his death she intermarried with Samuel Edmunds 
who is now decd. 


Question by the Plaintiff, Did Austin Wright decd leave a Will, and if so, what 
became of it and to whom did he devise his Tract of Land on Tye River in the 
County of Nelson. 


Answer, A few days before the death of Austin Wright who was my Husband and 
your Father He made his Will. He was very low at the time and continued 
confined to his Bed until he died. The Will was written at his request by a 

Mr. Dalman a Schoolmaster, and was read to him before he signd it. He 
approvd of it, it was signd and witnessd by a number of persons present, among 
whom she thinks were Charles Lavender, Sally Lavender, Parmenas Wright and 
Benjamin Bryant. In the said Will it was stated that the said Austin Wright had 
given the Tract of Land on Tye River, the one now in dispute to his youngest Son 
Austin Wright. This Deponant can neither read or write, and she therefore knew 
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the contents of the Will only from hearing it read in the presence of her Said 
Husband. After He had signd and executed the Will he handed it to this 
Deponant to keep, and she put it away where she supposed it would be safe. 
She was continually by the Bed Side of the sd. Austin Wright till he died which 
happend a few days afterwards, and this was the last Will he made. The present 
Plaintiff Austin Wright was at that time an Infant not exceeding she thinks five 
years of age, and her said Husband mentiond this as his reason for giving him 
the Land, as it was more likely to do him some Service than personal property. 
After the Death of her said Husband she carried what she thought was his Will to 
court to have it provd but she was there told the paper had been alterd and the 
subscribing witnesses objected to it and it was not proven. Nothing more was 
ever done in relation to the Will, - As this Deponent can neither read or write, It 
was impossible for her to say whether the paper she carried to Court was the 
same one her said Husband had given her or had been altered. It was easily 
practicable to impose on her, in either way, by substituting another paper, or 
altering the one left with her. She does not know, who alterd it, if it was alterd as 
the persons Interested were her children and she had no preference. And the 
Plaintiff, and Samuel Edmunds who now holds the Land are both her children 
and she has no preference. She does not know what became of the paper she 
carried to Court, and if that was not the one left with her by her Husband She 
does not know what became of that. 


The case made some noise in the neighbourhood at the time, as it was generally 
known the Land had been left to the Plaintiff wno was then an Infant, but no 
Body took any legal measure concerning it, and it has stood so to the present 
day.

On June 19, 1819, at Lynchburg Superior Court of Law and Chancery, File 1486, 
Moses Hughes gave his deposition that Parmenus Wright and Achilles Wright were 
witnesses to the will of Augustine Wright at the house of William A. Shilton(?) in Nelson 
County, Virginia: 


"The Deposition of Moses Hughes when at the store House of William A. Shillow 
& Co. in Nelson County on Saturday the Nineteenth day of June 1819 in 
pursuance of the annexed notice, to be read as evidence in the suit now 
depending & undetermined in the Superior Court of Chancery for the Lynchburg 
District in which, Austin Wright is Complt. & Robert Wright & others are 
Defendants This Deponant being first duly sworn deposeth & sayth - at some 
time about the revolutionary war this deponent was at the court of amherst 
county when the will of Augustine Wright the elder was offered for record and 
well recollects that Acchilles Wright Parmenus Wright and Bryant whose 
names was subscribed to the sd will as witnesses were called into court to testify 
with respect to the same This deponent well recollects that Acchilles Wright and 
Bryant refused to qualify that it was the will of sd Augustine Wright the sd 
Acchilles observing to the court that he did not think his name subscribed to said 
will was in his hand writing and did not know it was the will of the sd Wright, but 
entertained doubts about it and could not be positive - Bryant gave the same 
testimony with Acchilles Wright that Parmenus Wright being sworn examined sd 
will over in Court and stated upon oath that his name subscribed to sd will was

& it therefore would appear strange that the widow should have forged a will but 
the sd Parmenus Wright stating positively to the court that the will produced was 
not the will he had witnessed and that his name subscribed thereto was not put 
there by him nor in his hand writing and the other two witnesses aforesd not 
proved same as aforesaid the sd will was led by the court the other two 
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witnesses entertaining doubts as aforesd whereupon the administration was 
granted to the widow of sd Augustine Wright this deponent farther saith that the 
sd Parmenas Wright applied to the Court for administration on the estate sd 
Augustine Wright stating that the widow could not give security But the widow 
producing security the administration was granted to her in preference this 
deponent farther saith that the sd Parmenas Wright appeared to be in earnest 
when he applied for administration and further this deponent saith not

followeth to wit-. Beginning at a stake thence new lines South fifty one degrees 
East fourteen poles to a stake, South twenty nine degrees West thirty six poles 
to a stake, north fifty one degrees West fourteen poles to a Post Oak sapling and 
north twenty nine degrees East thirty six poles to the first station together with all 
and singular the appurtenances thereunto belonging - to have and to hold the 
above mentioned tract or parcel of land and premises in fee simple and the said 
Jordan Wright do warrant and forever defend the said tract or parcel of land & 
premises from the just and lawful claim or claims of any person or persons 
whatsoever, to the only proper use and behoof of the said James N. Edmunds, 
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Alexander Brown & Nelson Hargrove executors of Samuel Edmunds, Jr. decd. 
their heirs &c forever in Witness whereof the said Jordan Wright have hereunto 
set his hand and affixed his seal the day and year above written.

Given that Menos Wright's land in Amherst County was sold to Jordan Wright, that 
Jordan Wright was listed in the Land Tax Lists as having died in about 1804, and that 
Richard Jordan Wright sold some of that same land in 1825, it seems clear that Richard 
Jordan Wright had inherited that land from his father Jordan Wright following the death 
of his grandparents who had been given a life estate in the land, and that Richard 
Jordan Wright was, therefore, the son of Jordan Wright and the grandson of Parmenos 
Wright and Elizabeth (___) Wright. 

On November 21, 1825, at Nelson County, Virginia, D.B. 5/382 Richard Jordan 

Wright and Lavinia Wright sold 138 acres of land to Charles Flood:

The legal description confirms that this is the same land that was originally purchased 
by Menos Wright and sold to Jordan Wright by Amherst County Deed 1/332. It almost 
certainly was the same land in which Jordan Wright gave a life estate to his parents by 
Amherst County Deed K/106. Upon the death of those parents of Jordan Wright, the 
property would revert to Jordan Wright's heirs, described in the deed as Lavinia and 


Richard Jordan. The listing of Lavinia Wright as an heir of Jordan Wright in Nelson 
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County Deed 5/382 identifies her as the wife or daughter of Jordan Wright. As will be 
set forth below, the 1850 Census for Rockbridge County, Virginia, listed Lavinia 
Wright's age as 70 and Richard Jordan Wright's age as 47, and therefore, the 
conclusion necessarily follows that Lavinia Wright was the wife of Jordan Wright and 
the mother of Richard Jordan Wright and the same person as the Levina of the 
administrator's bond at Amherst County W.B. 4/383. This record also indicates that 
Richard Jordan Wright was probably born before November 21, 1804; the guardianship 
of his estate would not terminate until he attained the age of 21. And finally, this record 
also indicates the death of the survivor of Parmenos Wright and Elizabeth (__) 
Wright. The termination of their life estates in the 138 acres of land would cause the 
property to transfer by operation of law to Jordan Wright's heirs, Lavinia (___) Wright 
and Richard Jordan Wright.

The Deeds Of Amherst County, Virginia, 1761-1807 by Rev. Bailey Fulton Davis 
stated that on June 21, 1802, at Amherst County, Virginia, D.B. 1/385, Moses Mays and 


his wife Lucy Mays of Amherst County, Virginia, sold to Robert Mays 192 acres of land 
on Tye River which was part of the estate of Joseph Mays, Sr: 

"Page 386. 21 Jun 1802. Moses Mays & wife Lucy, AC, to Ro. Mays, 

AC, for £500, 192 acres Tye branches; part of tract of Jos Mays Sr., dec'd." 

On about June 30, 1804, at Amherst County, Virginia, Chancery Court, No File 
Number, Moses Mays filed his complaint against Lavinia Wright, as administrator of the 
estate of Jordan Wright, and Lavender London for security against payment on a surety 
bond which he had executed on behalf of Jordan Wright: 


"To the Worshipful the Court of Amherst County in Chancery sitting - Humbly 
complaining sheweth unto your Worships your Orator Moses Mays, that he was 
induced to become the Security of a certain Jourdan Wright now decd. in a Bond 
for the Sum of about £17.0.0 executed to Proffitts Admr. but upon this express 
condition that for your Orator indemnification, a certain Lavender London (whom 
your Orator prays may be made Defendant hereto, with apt, and proper words, 
&c who was indebted to the said Jourdan in or about the sum of £20.0.0. One 
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half of which payable in August 1804, and the other half the first of January 1805 
with with whom it was agreed by, and with the said Jourdan, and agreed to by 
the said Lavender, that Bonds should be executed by the Defendant, payable to 
your Orator, for the amount, and depandable as above stated - Your Orator 
further states that there is great probability of the Estate of said Jourdan Wright 
becoming insolvent, and that he will be subjected to the payment of the aforesaid 
debt, as Survyving Obligor in said Bond - Now so it is may it please your 
Worships the said Jourdan Wright having since decd. the said Lavender London, 
combining and confederating with a certain Lavina Wright, Widow, & relict, and 
Admx of the said Jourdan Wright decd. as well as divers others to your Orator 
now unknown but when discovered prays may be made parties Defendants 
hereto, with apt and proper words &c. utterly refuses to execute his Bond in 
manner, and form aforesaid, or in any other way to make your Orator such 
assurances of indemnification as will place him in a situation of safety from the 
payment of said debt out of his own pocket, but on the contrary as your Orator is 
informed, and believes that the said London, has agreed to execute his 
Obligation to the said Admx, or otherwise to make such arrangements, with her 
as to discharge himself from the responsibility aforesaid altogether - To the end 
therefore that full, and complete Justice may be done by and between the 
parties, your Orator prays that the said Dft London be restrained from paying 
away the said Debt by him due to the Estate of said Jourdan Wright, to the said 
Admx. or to any other person, in Comssion, or Trust for her, unless the said Debt 
due to Profitts Admrs, be first paid off, or your Orator by some other means be 
totally discharged of his liability therein - and that the aforesaid Sum of money in 
the said Londons hands he decreed to be paid your Orator provided he shall 
have the said Debt to pay himself, unless the same be previously discharged by 
other means, before that event shall happen, or the said Money be appropriated 
to the payment of that debt exclusively, and to no other until the same be fully 
discharged - That your Worships will be pleased to Order the Commonwealths 
Writ & spas to issue directed &c. commanding the said Dfts London full 
discovery to make of what monies, or Sums were in his hands subject to the 
demand, or claim of the said Jourdan Wright, at the time of his said agreement, 
to become responsible to your Orator for his indemnification as security 
aforesaid? and upon his Corporal Oath to say whether he was not instructed and 
did not agree, in manner and form as herein stated, to execute this Obligation to 
your Orator, for the purposes herein mentioned? and whether since the death of 
the said Jourdan he has not refused to do so? - knowing that the said Debt due 
Proffitts Admr was still due and unpaid, and your Orator still subject to the 
payment of the same, and finally that the said Defendants do true and perfect 
answer make to the premises, in as full and ample manner, as if the same were 
here again repeated to them by way of interogatory, & that your Worships will 
grant unto your Orator all such other, and further releif as the same may seem 
Just, and equitable, and as in duty &c. will pray &c &c

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On June 30, 1804, at Amherst County, Virginia, Chancery Court, No File 
Number, a summons was issued against Levina Wright and Lavender London to 
answer the complaint of Moses Mays: 


"The Commonwealth of Virginia, to the Sheriff of Amherst County Greeting: You 
are hereby commanded to Summon Levina Wright Widow & Relict of 
Administratix of Jourdan Wright decd & Lavender London to appear before the 
Justices of our County Court of Amherst at the Court-House on the 3d Monday in 
August next to answer a certain bill in Chancery exhibited against them in this 
Court by Moses Mays, & this they shall in no wise omit. And have then there this 
Writ Witness W S Crawford Clerk of our said Court the 30th day of June 1804 
and in the 28th Year of the Commonwealth.

he the Complainant was induced to become Security, but this Respondant is 
Rather indused to believe the Reason that the Complainant became Security for 
her sd Decasd, husband in the Debt above aluded to was that the Complainant 
then well knew a Considerable part of the money was then in his Own hands and 
Owing to the said Deceast - This Respondant further states that if the Debt now 
Due from Lavinder London to the Estate of her Deceasd. husband is the One 
aluded to By the Complainant, Shee Knows he the said London Executd his 
Bonds to her as administratrix; this Respondant well knows that the said Debt 
from the said London to the Said Estate was for the hire a negro slave which 
negro Was hired to the said London a few weeks before her sd husbands Death 
and During his Last illness, and this Respondant posatifly Declares that Shee 
never had any Charge or Direction from her said husband in his life time as to 
the Complainants having the said Debt ___—_s any Contract about it and Lastly 
This Respondant Denies all fraud and unlawful Combination and prays to be 
henceforth Dismissd, With her Reasonable Costs &c. and Shee as in Duty 
bound will Ever pray &c

Mays and his wife Lucy Mays of Amherst County, Virginia, sold to Thomas Hawkins 223 
acres of land on the south side of Berry's Mountain: 


"Page 349. 16 Dec 1805. Moses Mays & wife Lucy, AC, to Thos. 
Hawkins for £215, 223 acres S Side Berry's Mt. Lines: Chas. Mays, old pat. line 
on S side mt., Leroy Roberson, Cedar Creek, Geo. Loving, Wm. Layne. Part of 
tract - 52 acres sold to Leroy Robertson.

Falconder who married one of the heirs."

If the 1810 Census for Warren County, Kentucky, and the 1820 Census for Simpson 
County, Kentucky, were for Moses Mays who married Lucy (Wright) Mays, then this 
record indicates that Moses Mays was born between 1760 and 1770 and in conjunction 
with the 1810 and 1820 Censuses, between 1765 and 1770 and the absence of an 
older female indicates that Lucy (Wright) Mays had died before 1830.

Although the parents are not named and the land is not described, the recent purchase 
of 138 acres of land from Menos and Elizabeth Wright and the granting of a life estate 
to them indicates that this deed was to Parmenas Wright and his wife Elizabeth (__) 
Wright. This is the sort of arrangement sometimes entered into when the parents 
transferred all of their property to their child in exchange for their support for their lives. 

On June 19, 1804, at Amherst County, Virginia, W.B. 4/383 Levina Wright and 
Charles Burks executed their surety bond for the appointment of Levina Wright as 
administrator of the estate of Jordan Wright:

This record indicates that Jordan Wright had died before June 19, 1804, and that his 
wife was Levina Wright. 

On about June 30, 1804, at Amherst County, Virginia, Chancery Court, No File 
Number, Moses Mays filed his complaint against Lavinia Wright, as administrator of the 
estate of Jordan Wright, and Lavender London for security against payment on a surety 
bond which he had executed on behalf of Jordan Wright: 


"To the Worshipful the Court of Amherst County in Chancery sitting - Humbly 
complaining sheweth unto your Worships your Orator Moses Mays, that he was 
induced to become the Security of a certain Jourdan Wright now decd. in a Bond 
for the Sum of about £17.0.0 executed to Proffitts Admr. but upon this express 
condition that for your Orator indemnification, a certain Lavender London (whom 
your Orator prays may be made Defendant hereto, with apt, and proper words, 
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&c who was indebted to the said Jourdan in or about the sum of £20.0.0. One 
half of which payable in August 1804, and the other half the first of January 1805 
with with whom it was agreed by, and with the said Jourdan, and agreed to by 
the said Lavender, that Bonds should be executed by the Defendant, payable to 
your Orator, for the amount, and depandable as above stated - Your Orator 
further states that there is great probability of the Estate of said Jourdan Wright 
becoming insolvent, and that he will be subjected to the payment of the aforesaid 
debt, as Survyving Obligor in said Bond - Now so it is may it please your 
Worships the said Jourdan Wright having since decd. the said Lavender London, 
combining and confederating with a certain Lavina Wright, Widow, & relict, and 
Admx of the said Jourdan Wright decd. as well as divers others to your Orator

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The legal description confirms that this is the same land that was originally purchased 
by Menos Wright and sold to Jordan Wright by Amherst County Deed 1/332. It almost 
certainly was the same land in which Jordan Wright gave a life estate to his parents by 
Amherst County Deed K/106. Upon the death of those parents of Jordan Wright, the 
property would revert to Jordan Wright's heirs, described in the deed as Lavinia and 
Richard Jordan. The listing of Lavinia Wright as an heir of Jordan Wright in Nelson 
County Deed 5/382 identifies her as the wife or daughter of Jordan Wright. Since the 
1850 Census for Rockbridge County, Virginia, listed Lavinia Wright's age as 70 and 
Richard Jordan Wright's age as 47, the conclusion necessarily follows that Lavinia 
Wright was the wife of Jordan Wright and the mother of Richard Jordan Wright and the 
same person as the Levina of the administrator's bond at Amherst County W.B. 4/383. 
This record also indicates that Richard Jordan Wright was probably born before 
November 21, 1804; the guardianship of his estate would not terminate until he attained 
the age of 21. And finally, this record also indicates the death of the survivor of 
Parmenos Wright and Elizabeth (___) Wright. The termination of their life estates in 
the 138 acres of land would cause the property to transfer by operation of law to Jordan 
Wright's heirs, Lavinia (___) Wright and Richard Jordan Wright. The sale of the fee 
interest in that land by those heirs establishes that the life estates had terminated.

of Twenty dollars to him in hand paid by the said James N. Edmunds, Alexander 
Brown and Nelson Hargrove executors of Samuel Edmunds Jr. decd. the receipt 
of which is hereby acknowledged have granted, bargained & sold and by these 
presents do grant, bargain & sell unto the said James N. Edmunds, Alexander 
Brown and Nelson Hargrove executors of Samuel Edmunds, Jr. decd. their heirs 
&c one certain tract or parcel of land situate lying and being in the County of 
Nelson (formerly Amherst) containing three acres and three quarters of an acre 
(and being the same parcel of land which Samuel Edmunds, Jr. and Alice his 
wife deeded to Menor Wright) on the north side of Tye River and is bounded as 
followeth to wit-. Beginning at a stake thence new lines South fifty one degrees 
East fourteen poles to a stake, South twenty nine degrees West thirty six poles 
to a stake, north fifty one degrees West fourteen poles to a Post Oak sapling and 
north twenty nine degrees East thirty six poles to the first station together with all 
and singular the appurtenances thereunto belonging - to have and to hold the 
above mentioned tract or parcel of land and premises in fee simple and the said 
Jordan Wright do warrant and forever defend the said tract or parcel of land & 
premises from the just and lawful claim or claims of any person or persons 
whatsoever, to the only proper use and behoof of the said James N. Edmunds, 
Alexander Brown & Nelson Hargrove executors of Samuel Edmunds, Jr. decd. 
their heirs &c forever in Witness whereof the said Jordan Wright have hereunto 
set his hand and affixed his seal the day and year above written.

north side of Tye River containing one hundred and thirty eight acres more or 
less, and is bounded as follows to wit: beginning at pointers corner to John Filks 
and Rosey Loving and with said Loving line N 42' W 76 poles to pointers in a 
branch corner to Mary Stonham and with her line S 40° W 76 poles to a white 
Oak corner to Saml. Edmunds Decd. and with his line S 40 W 136 poles to Tye 
River thence down the river according to the meanderings 136 poles to a white 
Oak on the bank of the River corner to John Fulks _ thence along a road with 
said Fulks line 197 poles to a red Oak and thence N 44 E 28 poles to the 
beginning which land was deeded to Jordan Wright by Parmenas Wright and is 
of record in the County Court Clerks Office of Amherst. To have and to hold the 
said tract or parcel of land with its appurtenances to the said Charles Flood and 
his heirs and assigns forever and the said Levinia Wright and Richard Wright will 
forever ever warrant and defend against the claim or claims of all and every 
person or persons whatsoever.

The legal description confirms that this is the same land that was originally purchased 
by Menos Wright by Amherst County Deed H/35 and sold to Jordan Wright by Amherst 
County Deed 1/332. It almost certainly was the same land in which Jordan Wright gave 
a life estate to his parents by Amherst County Deed K/106. Upon the death of those 
parents of Jordan Wright, the property would revert to Jordan Wright's heirs, described 
in the deed as Lavinia and Richard Jordan. The listing of Lavinia Wright as an heir of 
Jordan Wright in Nelson County Deed 5/382 identifies her as the wife or daughter of 
Jordan Wright. Since the 1850 Census for Rockbridge County, Virginia, listed Lavinia 
Wright's age as 70 and Richard Jordan Wright's age as 47, the conclusion necessarily 
follows that Lavinia Wright was the wife of Jordan Wright and the mother of Richard 
Jordan Wright.

On February 18, 1805, at Amherst County, Virginia, W.B. 4/397 Parmenos 
Wright filed his bond to administer the estate of Richard Wright: 
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"Know all men by these presents, That we Parmenos Wright and James Murphy 
are held and firmly bound unto Sam! Meredith, Will Cabell, Jos Burrus & Geo 
Dillare Gentlemen, Justices of the Court of Amherst County, now sitting, in the 
sum of one hundred Dollars. To the payment whereof, well and truly to be made 
to the said Justices, and their successors, we bind our selves, and each of us, 
our and each of our heirs, executors, and administrators, jointly and severally, 
firmly by these presents. Sealed with our seals, this 18th day of February in the 
year of our lord 1805 and in the 29th year of the Commonwealth. The Condition 
of this obligation is such, that if the above bound Parmenos Wright administrator 
of all the goods, chattels, and credits of Richard Wright deceased, do make or 
cause to be made, a true and perfect Inventory of all and singular the goods, 
chattels, and credits of the said deceased, which have or shall come to the 
hands, possession or knowledge of him the said Permenos Wright, or in the 
hands and possession of any other person or persons for him and the same so 
made do exhibit, or cause to be exhibited into the County Court of Amherst at 
such time as he shall be thereunto required by the said Court, and the same 
goods, chattels and credits, and all other the goods chattels and credits of the 
said deceased, at the time of his death, which at any time after shall come to the 
hands or possession of the said Parmenos Wright or into the hands or 
possession of any other person or persons for him do well and truly administer, 
according to law; and further, do make a just and true account of his actings and 
doings therein, when thereto required by the said Court, and all the rest and 
residue of the said goods, chattels and credits, which shall be found remaining 
upon the said administrators account (the same being first examined and 
allowed by the Justices of the Court for the time being) shall deliver and pay unto 
such person or persons respectively, as the said Justices by their order, or 
judgment, shall direct, pursuant to the laws in that case made and provided. And 
if it shall hereafter appear that any last Will and Testament was made by the said 
deceased, and the executor or executors therein named, do exhibit the same 
into the said Court, making request to have it allowed and approved accordingly, 
if the said Parmenos Wright being thereunto required to render and deliver up 
his letters of administration, approbation of such Testament being had and made 
in the said Court, then this obligation to be void and of no effect or else to remain 
in full force and virtue.
